CarTer;'had< sent hlin—and renewed 
:hls.pledges of frteiidaSlp." Again In 
;i,«a3, :whan. Massaaolt :lay 1U,; WlnBlow 
.TlKlted tilm and -tried to' ciire :hln> by 
ineans:ot.»uch almplo remedies as he 
knew. 'Out of'gratitude'thejclng told 
Wlnslow of a.plot anorter trlbe.of In- 
dlani had foonofi to. massacre the set- 
tlers. By-this timely 'warning he 
again saved the colony. In 1834 -when 
Roger Williams fled from Puritan per- 
secution In Massachusetts the king 
received hint as an honored guest and 
for weeks gave the great philanthro- 
pist shelter and refuge. 


Massaoolt died In 1660. And with 


his death fled tho last hone of peace 
between Indiana and Massachusetts 
colonists. His BOH, Kins Philip (whose 
career has been described in an ear- 
lier article), became the settlers' dead-:

Massasolt and the 
pilgrims were 


ripped asunder In a series of wars that 
ended only when the Indian power in 
N.ew England was utterly crushed.
